Every resident of Sierra Madre, whether home owner or tenant, 
individual householder, citrus fruit grower or merchant is deeply 
concerned with the City's water supply. If fhe present water sup¬ 
ply is inadequate a number of serious decisions face individual 
citizens as well as City officials. 

For this reason, the NEWS presents the summary and conefu 
slons as stated in Water Survey Engineer Harold Conicling's recent 
report which was accepted by the City Council at last Friday’s 
Council meeting. 

"Demand of the City of Sierra Madre for water in the year 
October 1, 1945 to September 30, 1946 was 1824 acre feet. 

"Average annual yield of the water rights of the City Is 1704 acre 
feet; annual average yield for the five consecutive years of minimum 
tunnel discharge was 1434 acre feet. Both values may decrease 

I slightly. 

{ "Dsmaud is iacreasing repidtl'. 
Judging by what happoied after 
World War I, present rate of in¬ 
crease will continue until 19BB. 
If so, annual demand within pnB- 
ent city limits will be 2650 acre 
feet in 1956. 

“To satisfy this and give a 
factor of safety In addition will 
require an annual average of 
about 1100 acre feet of new water 
each year. 

“The 400-500 acres of Hastings 
Ranch west of Sierra Madre whldh 
it is proposed to annex would 
require, when completely develofi- 
ed, an additional 950 acre feet 
annually. 

“By 1956, if subdivided within 
the next five years, its demand 
would probably be 500 acre feet. 

“Its annexation would there¬ 
fore require that Sierra Madre 
have about 1600 acre feet of new 
water by 1956, and 2060 acre 
feet when the subdi-vision is coin- 
[ pletely developed.

“The last would be the most 
expensive and 'should not be ebp- 
sMered until the possible alterna¬ 
tives have been explored. 

"Diversion from Santa Anita 
Creek and purchase of water 
rights from Arcadia, which are 
the alternatives, would involve 
Close co-operation with the Glty 
of Arcadia and would also pre¬ 
sumably involve heavy coat.- 

Betterments to Water System 

“F^irther investigation would be 
necessary to fully determine ad¬ 
visable and perhaps necessary im¬ 
provements in the system. How¬ 
ever, the partial investigatiem 
which was made for this report 
has revealed the following impor¬ 
tant items among others: 

“Capacity of three present wells 
may prove inadequate to meet 
demand with one well out of 
commission. This should be tested 
and a fourth well drilled if found 
necessary for adequate staUd-by 
service. 

“Installation of a third booster 
at main plant is necessary to 
provide adequate stand-by service. 

“Substandard size water mains 
which have been used are not 
satisfactory in areas of high fire 
hazard. 

“Data on water spread are 
lacking.” 

Mr. Conkling’s report is hosed 
on an exhaustive study of the 
City’s past and present wOftpr re¬ 
sources, and merits oorefUl 
study by every local reakK^t. 

Lest it be assumed tblit the 
present sale of water by tbie City 
of Sierra Madre to Arcai^ indi¬ 
cates facts contrary to birikM in 
the reiwrt, it should he ' noted 
that more water flows from the 
City’s mountain tunnels at this 
season than the city can use or 
store for future usage. lUs sur¬ 
plus is sold to the City of Ar¬ 
cadia, which in turn s«^ wttte 
to Sierra Madre, when the local 
supply is insufficient, (hty ofC-

AT HUNTINGTON LIBRARY 


This year's holiday exhibit at 
the Huntington Library is a 
colorful display of Charles 
Dickens’ “Pickwick Papers"—rare, 
fine, or curious editions, drama¬ 
tized versions, original drawings 
by some of its best-known illus¬ 
trators, and a manuscript letter 
in the hand of its author. 

Perhaps the most rare and in¬ 
teresting item in the exhibit is 
the original edition of “Pickwick" 
Which was published years 
20 monthly installment-s pa^ier- 
bouncl at a -shilling each. Install¬ 
ment ten has the famous illustra¬ 
tion by “Phiz” of Mr. Pickwick 
beneath the mistletoe at Mr. 
Wardle’s Christmas Party. Other 
numbers of the first edition show 
the paper cover designed by the 
unfortunate Robert Seymour who 
committed suicide when he had 
illustrated only the first two 
numbers. Seymour’s imrtrayal 
of the plump gentleman in the 
fishing Scow on the cover was 
sketched before Dickens, called in 
to write a story around Sey¬ 
mour’s sketches, made the figure 
into the immortal Mr. Pick^ck 
and carried the work far beyond 
the original plan of the illus¬ 
trator. 

With a delighted public clamor¬ 
ing for more. Dickens wrote 
under some difficulties. For ex¬ 
ample, the dramatized version of 
“Pickwick” shown in the Hunt¬ 
ington’s exhibit, appeared on the 
stage before Dickens had finished 
his own work, and sometimes con¬ 
cluded the adventures of his 
characters in a way which con¬ 
flicted with the author’s plans for 
continuing his own narrative.
